In the cure of this diſeaſe are three things to be re- 
garded. 
1. To cut and bring away the (oncreated Blood. 
2. To cheriſh and flvengthen the Lungues- 
3. Toconglutinate the Vicer. 

And indeed ſome particular Simples will pertorm 
all theſe, and Phyſitians confeſs it 3 which ſhews the 
wonderfull Myſterie the All-wiſe God hath made in 
the Creation, Thar one and the Same Simple ſhould 

erform two contrary Operations on the ſame part 
of the Body ; for the more a Medicine clenſaththe 
more it conglutinates 3 And it is wiſely done of Phy- 
fitians to ſhut their Eyes againſt ſuch a Myſterie, and 
againſt Aſtrology alſo, which is one means to reveal 
it,they make a long Harveſt of little COONEY the 
more money by it.

Again, Sometimes the Womb of a Woman falls 
out, in ſuch caſes, ſweet ſcents applied to the Noſe, 
and ſtinking things to the privy paſlage, reduces it to 
its proper place again, and this made ſome Phyſiti- 
ans; of Opinion that the Womb of a Woman was ca- 
pable of the ſence of ſmelling. For my part I belceve 
nothing lels ; only it doth it by spropriztion to that 
part of the Body, for the Stomach js alſo offended 
with ſinking things, not becauſe it ſmels them, bur 
becauſe they are obnoxious to that part of the Body, 
judy the like by the Womb it is offended by ſtink- 
ing things, and ſtrengthened by ſweet : for ſmell is 
one of the Touch-ſtones by which Nature trieth 
what is convenient for its {elf ; yer, that the Womb 
hath much afhnity with the Head is moſt certain,and 
undeniable by this argument, Becauſe moſt Cepha- 
lick Medicines conduce to the. cure of Diſeaſes in the. 
Womb, neither is the Womb often afliRed, but the

he Joynts are uſually troubled with Cephalick 
Diſeaſes, aud then are to be cured by Cephg- 
lick Medicines. 

Medicines apropriated to the Joynts,are called by 
the name of Arthritical Medicines. | 

The Joynts, ſecing they are very Nervous, re- 
quire Medicines which are of a heating and drying 
Nature, with a gentle binding,and withal ſuch as by 
a peculiar vertue are apropriated ro them, and ad 
ſtrength to them. Ir is true, moſt Cephalicks do ſo, 
yet becauſe the Joynts are more remote from the 
Centre, they require ftronger Medicines. 

For removing pains in the Joynts this is the Me- 
thod of proceeding. 

Pains is either taken away, or eaſed, for the true 
cure is to take away the cauſe of the pain, ſometimes 
the vehemency of the pain is ſo great that you muſt 
be forced to uſe Anodines (for fo Phyſitians call ſuch 
Medicines 8s caſe pain) before you can meddle with 


the cauſe, and this is uſually when the part pained is 


| 


inflamed, for thoſe Medicines which rake away the 
cauſe of pain being very hot, if there be any Infla- 
mation inthe part pained, you mult abſtain from 
them till the Inflamation be taken away. 

Alſo the manner of ealing the pain is rwo- fold, for 
if you regard only the pain, uſe 4nodines, but if vou 
regard the Inflamation, uſe cooling Medicines ; be- 
cauſe by them, not only the heat is aſſwaged, but al- 
ſo the Flux of Blood to that part is ſtopped, eſpecial- 
ly if you mix ſome tepelling Medicine with it. We 
all ſpeak of all theſe in the next SeRion. 

Only here take notice, That ſuch Medicines as 
take away the cauſe of pain from the Joynts, arc of 
very thin ſabſtince and forcible in cutting and draw- 
ing 3 and when you ſee the caule is taken quite away, 
then uſe ſuch as bind and ſtrengthen the Joynts, thas 
ſo yon may prevent defluxions for the time to come;
